Police Training 


It is time to taik facts concerning the 
salary raise for police and firemen. 
We need-police and fire protection 


‘and must expect to pay for these serv- 


ices, but the present wage scale is far 
out of proportion to thé qualifications 
required. It is that gimple. 

An intelligent, impartial commission, 
appointed to look into the facts and com- 
pare our police departments with others 
in Canada would find, to their amaze- 
ment, that a policérnan here does pot 
require or receive any training compared 
with other department forces. : 

They get no prior service training 
and very little (if any recogfiized train- 
ing) after. joining. Other police forces 
receive intensive- and expert training 
prior to actual duty, often at their own 
expense and in many cases miles from 
their home department. 

Other forces have many months of 
training and advance to higher wage 
brackets only after further and more 
thorough training in ifvestigation. Here 
no special qualifications or training are - 
required. 

Then again, the Island as a Whole 
cannot be compared to police work in 
other parts of Canada. Here we-have 
no travelling bands of criminals or drug 
addicts, we have no. rough element to 
speak of for they will not stay. on an 
Istand where there is little getaway, and 
certainly no ¢triminal gangs.
